century mark of its existence, and the 
publication of facia connected with our 
county's history will be of popular inter- 
est at this time. 


It was our good fortune the other day 


to come acroa'i a number of historical doc- 
uments which refer to the earlier affairs 
of onr county'? life, from which, together 
with facts gleaned from other sources, it 
is onr hope to gather for the readers of 
the COMPILER, as time allows, a series of 
articles which will be useful and enter- 
taining. 


To-day we present a few facts connected 


with the formation of our county and ite 
public buildings. 
_ ( | --5', 


, TRe aCTentitled "An Act for erecting 
part of the county of York into a separate 
county," was "passed 22nd of January, 
1300," and approved by Thomas McKean, 
Governor. 
The boundaries of the new 


county were thus delincd : "Beginning in 
the line of Cumberland county where the 
road from Carlisle to Baltimore leads 
through Trent's gap; thence along the 
said road to Binder's ;" thence a straight 
ine to Conowago creek opposite to the 
mouth of Abbott's run ; thence along the 
line of Berwick and Paradise townships, 
until it Bttikes tlie line of Manheim and 
Berwick westwardly, until it strikes the 
Maryland line; thence along the Maryland 
line to the line of Franklin county, thence 
along the line of Franklin and Cumberland 
counties to the place of beginning, shall 
be, and the same is hereby erected into a 
separate county, to be henceforth called 
and known by the name of Adams Coun- 
ty." 


By section Y "ihe sheriff, Coroner and 


public officers of the county of York, shall 
continue to exercise the duties of their re- 
spective 
offices within 
the county of 


Adams, until similar ollicers shall be ap- 
pointed agreeably to law, within the said 
county of Adams." 


Section VII, "that it ihall be lawful for 


the 
Commissioners of said county of 


Adams, who shall be elected at the next 
election, [second Tuesday of October,] to 
take assurances to them and their succes- 
sors in office, of a lot or lots of ground, for 
the purpose of erecting thereon a court- 
house, jail and offices for the safe keeping 
of the records ; provided said lot or lots of 
ground shall be within the town of Gettys- 
burg!]." 


By the last section, Rev. Alexander Dob- 


bin and David Moore, Sr., were "appoint- 
ed Trustees for the said county of Adams," 
with full power to take assurances or the 
conveyance of property "in trust and for 
the npe of erecting public buildings in the 
town of Gettysburg!)." 


By a Supplement to the above Act, 


"passed loth of March, 1SOO," it was made 
lawful for William McClellan, Henry Hoke 
and William Hamilton, or any two of 
them, to contract fora lot or lots of ground, 
in a suitable and convenient situation in 
the town of* Gettysburg!!," 
* 
"and 


thereupon erect and build a court-house 
and prison, sufficient to accommodate the 
public service of paid county," and "to 
commence the building of the same as 
early as possible in the ensuing summer." 
They were authorized to draw their war- 
rant or warrants upon the Trustees for the 
coet of the public buildings, the amount 
not to exceed $3,TOO; and ^ere allowed for 
their service five per centum of the money 
necessarily expended in the execution of 
their trust. 


Another Supplement, "passed 2Gth of 


March, 180-1," (Thomas McKean still Gov- 
ernor,) transferred the powers of the Trus- 
tees to the County Commissioners, and 
gave tho latter authority to levy a tax not 
exceeding $4,000 to complete the court- 
house and prison. 
S" in a statement made by the Building 
Commissioners on the 27th of January, 
1804, 
theTcost of the court-house and jail 


was given nt $9.802.70. 
Among the items 


"cut and set in a proper and complete 
manner the curb-stone around the court- 
house," at "twenty cents for rach and 
every foot, lineal measure." 


In 1824, John IShrraan, for making al- 


terations in tbe court-room, received $88. 


In 1840, Thomas Cnldwell, for placing 


steps on the Baltimore and Charnbersburg 
street sides of the court-house—beat qual- 
ity of Adams county granite—was paid 
$147. 


In 1S40, Adam Kitziuiller painted the 


inside of the court-house and received $30. 


PUHLIC OFFICES.—On the 2d of April, 


1813, the County Commissioners made a 
contract with Joseph and Jonas Grubb, 
masons, for'the stone and brick work of 
the" Public Ofllcoa, to be erected on the 
northeast corner of the Public Square— 
"the atone >vork at 70 cents per perch, and 
the brick work at. $2.12,} per thousand"— 
and the building was put up ttmt summer. 


In 1816, Wm. Garvin, for erecting a 


house, 15 by 20 feet, of brick, in the jail- 
yard, "for the reception of nailing ma- 
chines," received $300 ; and in the same 
year, Henry Jforbt-ck made a contract, at 
$150, to furnish and set up twn machines, 
one for cutting and the other for heading 
nails. 


In 1810, James Bowen received 5139 for 


roughcasting the inside of the jail-wall. 


In 1833, Jarnes Bell, for strengthening 


room in jail, and erecting stable on adjoin- 
ing lot, was paid $353. 


In 1834 Adam Mowery raised the jail- 


yard wall three feet for S2S7.30. 


BuRNixci OK Tiiii JAIL.—About 3 o'clock 


on tbe morning of Monday. January 7th, 
1850, the jail was discovered to be on Ore. 
The alarm was promptly given, and the 
people assembled ; but all efforts to save 
the building proved unavailing. 
It was 


entirely destroyed and with it two lives 
were lost —Idaac Mussulman and John 
Toner, both insane, and confined for safe- 
keeping. The fire originated in Mn&sel- 
man's room, and wag no doubt by accident. 


On the 9th of May ot that year, the 


County Commissioners (Jacob Kiug, J. 
G. Morningstar and John Musselman,) 
entered into a contract with -David S. 
Stoner, of Waynesboro', for the erection 
of a new jail, on the site of the old one, 
for the sum of $8,810, which was consider- 
ably increased by extras. The new jail 
was occupied the following summer, sev- 
eral cells having been prepared and used 
for prisoners at the Alms-house in the 
meantime.1' • *-, V V^ 
f 
COURT-HOUSE -^tn 1858, the Grand Jury 


having passed favorably upon Ihoqnetition 
of building a new court-house, the County 
Commissionerd, (Henry A. Picking, Josiah 
Benner and Jacob Kaffenspergf-r,) adver- 
tised for proposals, and John 11. Turner, 
of Carlisle, being "the lowest and best 
bidder," received the contract, at 414,370. 
For extras and alterations he received the 
further sum ol $1,300. It i= probably tho 
best public building In the .State for the 
price, and occupies the lot and a half on 
the southwest corner of Baltimore and 
West Middle stieets.. S. D. Button, E«q., 
of Philadelphia, was the archik'Ct. 
The 


lower rooms were occupied by the public 
officers on the 1st of August, 18,"9, hut the 
court-room on the second floor, required 
several months longer for completion. 


The bill authorizing the establishment 


of a Poor-house in this county, was passed 
March 24th, 1817, and signed by Simon 
Snyder, Governor ; its title "An Act to 
provide for the erection of a House for the 
Employment and Support of the Poor in 
the county of Adams." The first section 
directed that five persons to select a site 
for the proposed Poor-house be elected at 
the next genera] election, as well as three 
Directors, the latter to serve one, two and 
three years. Subsequent sections defined 
duties, to appoint steward, physician, 
treasurer, clerk, &c. 


THE ALMS-HOUSH. 


The seventh section enacted "that as 


soon as the said buildings shall be erected, 
and all necessary accommodations provid- 
ed therein, notices shall be sent, signed by 
any two of said Directors, to the Overseers 
of the Poor of the several townships of the 
said county of Adams, requiring them 
forthwith to bring the poor of their re- 
spective townships to the paid house of 
employment, w-hich order the Overseers 
are hereby enjoined and required to com- 
ply with, or otherwise to forfeit the cost

The court-house, erected in the centre 


of the Public Square, was of brick, two- 
story, with four sides and doors, the en- 
trance from Baltimore street being the one 
principally used. The court-ball occupied 
the first floor and the jury rooms the sec- 
ond. 


The jail, built on the present site, on 


East High street, was of stone, two-story, 
with grated windows, front and back, and 
wore a gloomy aspect. 


In 1804, William Garvin and Conrad 


Ixjwer were paid US for furnishing the 
materials and hanging the court-house bell 
in the belfrey. 


In 1805, Charles Eameey, stone cutter, 


of all future maintenance, except in cases 
when by sickness or other KulTicient cause 
any poor person cannot be removed, in 
which case the said Overseer shall repre- 
sent the same to the nearest Justice of the 
Peace, who being satisfied of the truth 
thereof, shall certify the same to the said 
Directors, and at the same time issue an 
order, under his hand and seal, to the said 
Overseers, directing them to maintain 
such poor until such time as he or she shall 
be in a situation k> be removed, and then 
to convey the said pauper and deliver him 
or her to the steward ox- keeper of the said 
house of employment, together with the 
said order, and the charge and expense of 
anch temporary relief, and of such remov- 
al, shall be paid by the said Directors at a 
reasonable allowance." 


Section 14 provided "That as soon as tbe 


poor of the county of Adams shall be re- 
moved to the house of employment of the 
said county, and the outstanding poor 
taxes collected, the office of Overseer of 
the Poor within tbe said county shall from 
thenceforth be abolished." 


In October, 1817, the voters of the coun- 


ty elected Charles F. Keener, James Eob- 
inette, Frederick Bangher, Thomas C. 
Miller and Henry Brinkerhoff, Commis- 
sioners to select a site, and William Mc- 
Pherson, John Murphy and William Mc- 
Gangby, Directors of the Poor. 
At a 


meeting of the Directois, some weeks af- 
ter, Wm. MoPherson drew the term, for 
one j'ear, John Murphy for two, and Wil- 
liam McGangby for three yeara. 


In January, 1818, the Commissioners on 


sits having made choice, the Directors 
purchased the farm—91 acres and 111 
perches—of Ealph Lashells, in Cumber- 
land townsbip, at a cost of $0,693.64 ; and 
about the same time a tract of 65 acres and 
74 perchea of woodland from Alexander 
Kussel, adjoining tbe farm on the north, 
at $4,255. 


John Garvin drew the plan and was 


awarded the contract ior building the 
Poor-house, at $3,999.

j£ the age of fifteen years or upward, 
permitting the holder thereof to collect 
birds, their nests or eggs, or game mam- 
mals, for strictly scientific purposes ; in 
order to obtain such certificate tbe appli- 
cant for the same must present to the 
aaid Board of Game Commissioners writ- 
ten testimony from two well known 
scientific men, certifying to the good 
character and fitness of said applicant to 
be entrusted with such privileges, who 
must pay to the said Board of Game 
Commissioners the sum of five dollars to 
defray the necessary expenses attending 
the granting of such certificate, and must 
(lie with the said Board of Game Com- 
missioners a properly executed bond in 
the sura of one hundred dollars, signed 
by two responsible citizens of the Com- 
monwealth as sureties. This bond shall 
be forfeited to the Commonwealth and 
the certificate become void upon proof 
that the holder of said certificate has 
killed any game mammals or birds, or 
taken the nest of any bird for other than 
the purposes named. The certificates 
authorized by this act shall be in force 
for one year only from the date of Iheir 
issue and shall not be transferable. Tlie 
English or European house sparrow, the 
kingfisher, cooper's hawk, sharp-shinned 
hawk, duck hawk, pigeon hawk, great 
horned owl, and barred owl, green heron 
and night heron, are not to be included 
among the birds protected by this act. 
Any person or persons violating any of 
the provisions of 'this act shall be liable 
to a penalty o£ ten dollars for each and 
every violation, or in default of payment 
thereof by imprisonment in the county 
jail tor a period of one day for each dol- 
lar of penalty imposed. 


Section 3. Jfo person shall catch, take 


or kill in this Commonwealth, or except 
as hereinafter provided havein his or her 
possession or under his or her'control 
after the same shall have been so killed, 
any wild tukey, pheasant, grouse, qtiail, 
partridge, woodcock, prairie chicken, 
English, Mongolian or Chinese pheasant, 
save only from the QJteenth day of Octo- 
ber to the fifteenth day of December in- 
clusive in each year : Provided, That it 
shall be unlawful to catch, take or kill 
any Mongolian, English or Chinese 
pheasant for a period of five years from 
the date of the approval of this act: And 
provided further, That it shall be lawful 
to catch, take and kill woodcock during 
the month of July of each and every 
year in addition to the time above speci- 
fied. Whoever shall offend against any 
of the provisions of this section shall ba 
liable to a penalty of twenty-five dollars 
for each and every bird so taken, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail for a 
period of one day for each dollar of pen- 
alty imposed. 


Section 4. No person shall catch, take 


or kill in this Commonwealth, or except 
as hereinafter provided have in bis or her 
possession or under his or her control 
after the same shall have been so killed, 
any elk, deer or fawn save during the 
month of November in each year. No 
person or persons shall at any time kill 
or capture any deer in the waters of any 
of the streams, pomls or lakes within the 
State. No person or persons shall make 


at any period or season of the year to 
kill, antrap, or pursue with intent to kill, 
or entrap, any elk.deer.fawn, wild turkey, 
pheasant, grouse, quail, partridge or 
woodcock in any part of thirf Common- 
wealth for the purpose of selling the 
same. And it shall ho unlawful for the 
proprietor, manager, clerk or agent of 
any market, or other person, firm orcor- 
poration, to purchase, sell or expose for 
sale any elk, deer, fawn, wild turkey, 
pheasant, grouse, quail, partiidge or 
woodcock killed or entrapped within this 
Commonwealth. That it shall be uu- 
lawfnl for the proprietor, manager, clerk 
or agent of any market or any other per- 
son, linn or corporation to purchase for 
the purpose of again selling the same, 
any elk, deer, lawn, wjld turkey, pheas- 
ant, grouse, quail, partridge or woodcock 
killed or entrapped within this Common- 
wealt.h. Whoever shall offend against 
any of the provisions of this section shall 
be liable to a penalty of one hundred 
dollars for every elk, deer, fawn so taken, 
purchased or Bold, and twenty-live dol- 
lars for every wild turkey, pheasant, 
grouse, quail, partridge or woodcock so 
taken, purchased or sold, or by imprison- 
meat in the county jail for a period of 
one day for each dollar of penalty im- 
posed. 


Section G. No person or persons, com- 


pany or corporation, or the agent or the 
employe thereof, shall, at any time, 
catch, take or kill, or have in his or iu 
possession or under his, her or its control 
any of the birds or game mammals of 
this Slate, the killing of which at any or 
all times is prohibited by the laws of this 
State, with intent to ship or remove the 
same beyond the limits of this Slate, or 
with intent to allow or aid in the ship- 
ment or removal thereof ouc of this 
State; and it shall not be lawful for any 
person or persons, railroad eomp.iny, ex- 
press company, stage driver or tiny com- 
pany or corporation, or person or persons 
acting in the capacity of a common car- 
rier, their officers or employes, to know- 
ingly receive for transportation or trans- 
port or remove beyond the limits of the 
Slate any of the game birds or game 
mammals mentioned in this act; that it 
shall be unlawful for any one person to 
kill in any one day more ihau ten ruffod 
grouse, commonly called pheasants, or 
more than fifteen quail or Virginia par- 
tridge, or more than ten woodcock, or 
more than two wild turkeys, or to kill in 
any one season more than two deer. 
Whoever shall offend against any of the 
provisions of this section shall be liable 
to a penalty of not less than fifty dollars, 
nor more than one hundred dollars, for 
each and every offense, or by imprison- 
ment in ihe county jail for a period of 
one day for eacli dollar of penalty im- 
posed : Provided, That no penalty shall 
apply to the transportation of snch game 
birds and game mammals in transit 
through the State from other States.

The total receipts ot 


tho Cnited States government from dia- 
toms during the fiscal vear ending in 18% 
were $150,000,000 and from internal rev- 
enue taxes $104,000,000. 
The two togeth- 


er made up $230,000,000 of public revenue 
for the Government of the affairs of a 
nation of 75,000,000 inhabitants, but tlie 
two railroad systems referred to repre- 
sented together receipts of $275,000,01X1, 
and if a third big railroad system were 
added the n.ceipta of the federal govern- 
ment would be exceeded. 


The accounts of bigrailroad corporations 


require care and much hard work, and 
the system of precise bookkeeping in rail- 
road accounts (now a special branch of 
accounting) has been carried clops to the 
point of perfection by the Pennsylvania 
railroad, which, fur instance, gives to the 
fraction of a cent the expenses incident to 
the construction of a car o'- locomotive. 
There are 30,000 passenger cars and S.OOO 
baggage, mail aud expren-i cars in actual

AXXEXATI03 OF HAWAII. 


Lust Wednesday President McKinley 


sent to the Senate a message recom- 
mending the annexation ol the Hawaiian 
Islands to the United States. Ho saya, 
in part: 


•'The incorporation of the Hawaiian 


Islands into the body politic of the 
United Stales is the necessary iitul (It- 
ting sequel to the chain of events which, 
from a very early peiiod of our history, 
has controlled the intercourse and pre- 
scribed the association of the United 
States and the Hawaiian Islands. * * 
Not only is the union of the Hawaiian 
territory to the United Slaves no nan 
scheme, but it is the inevitable conse- 
quence ol' the relations recently main- 
tained with that mid-Pacillc domain for 
three-quarters of a century. Its accom- 
plishment, despite successive denials and 
postponements, has been merely a ques- 
tion of time. While its failure in 1893 
may not be a cause of congratulation, it 
is certainly a proof of the disinterested- 
He-s of the United Spates, the d.'lay of 
four years having abundantly anfUced to 
establish the right and stability of the 
republic of Hawaii to sntet. as a sover- 
eignty coutracLant, upon a conventional 
union with the United States, thus real- 
ixiug a purpose held by the Hawaiian 
people and proclaimed by successive Ha- 
waiian (jovernmfnts through some sev- 
enty yeais of their virtual dependence 
upon the benevolent protection of the 
United States. 
Under such circum- 


stances, annexation is not a change ; it 
is a consummation."

The Legislature. 


The bill providing a penalty in ca»e of 


the failure of County Commissioners to 
comply with the act of June 2, 1S7U, to 
protect timber lands from lire, after de- 
mand upon them by the State Forestry 
Commission passed finally. 


Xo money is being paid out of the 


Si,ite Treasury for Government expenses 
for the reason that the two years 
for 


which appropriations were made have ex- 
pired, and the General Appropriation bill 
hag not been passed by the Legislature. 
The two years expired on June 1, and 
since then not a -warrant has been issued 
except for money that is due under con- 
tract with the State. None of the clerks 
in the Departments can get a cent; none 
of the institutions needing money, and 
which to a certain extent rely on the 
Slate, can secure a penny. 


The General Appropriation bill hais not 


yet been reported from committee, and 
there are so many sections in it that it 
will take days for its consideration. 
It, is 


the bill of all others that the Legislature 
generally passes on the last day of the 
session and leaves in the hands of tho 
Governor. It is generally the case that 
the Governor takes his time to if con- 
sideration, and he seldom 
takes 
linal 


action on it until he lias reached the lim- 
it of thirty days allowed him by law. 


Many of the members of l.ha legisla- 


ture are also said to be actually in want of 
money. They drew their pay in the 
early part ol the of the session and have 
now spent it. Some of the hotel-keepers 
will, it is said, have considerable trouble 
iu getting their board money. 
As the 


members cannot draw their mileage until 
the end of the session, they are all anxious 
to wind up and go home. 
Some of them, 


it is said, have even attempted to sell 
their mileage warrants at a discount. 


Governor Hastings signed the Campbell 


bill imposing a tax of three cents a day 
on all employed unnaturalized foreigners. 
The tax is to be deducted from the wages 
of this class, beginning July 1 next. The 
bill will put about $1,000,000 a year into 
the treasuries of the various counties of 
the State. One-half goes to tbe school 
fund on the basis of the number of schools 
and the balance for the general expenses 
of the counties. 


The Bicycle bill was taken up and was 


killed 
by 
Gli yeas and 70 nays. 
The 


measure levied a tax of $1 a year on 
pleasure carriagts, tricycles, bicycles not 
equipped with pneumatic tires, and %1 on 
traction engines. 


The Quay reform 
bills on 
political 


assessments aud intimidation of voters, 
which, after passing the House, seemed 
lax enough to suit the professional carriers 
of wards and divisions, have been farther 
weakened by the Conference Committee. 


The assessment bill, aa it left the House, 


and was non-concurred in by the Senate, 
forbade the Mayor's department heads, 
ind other city oliicers throughout the 
Htate "to make or cause or knowingly 
permit to be made any demand, request 
or suggestion, etc." 
The conferees struck 


out "request or suggestion" and therefore 
any invitation lo step up to the captain's 
office that could not be construed as a "de- 
mand" would be perfectly lawful. 


In the bill on intimidation of voters at 


primary, general or special elections, or 
meetings, or meetings for party purposes, 
Mayoi-a, department heads and citv em- 
ployes were forbidden "to direct or will- 
fullv suggest to any policemen, fireman 
or other employee that he solicit or in- 
fluence any voter or that he employ or 
ask any person to solicit or influence any 
voter." 


With the one little word "undulv" in- 


serted twice in the foregoing clause before 
the word "solicit" the conferees and tbe 
.Senate removed whatever little fear of 
punishment there might have been for 
continuing the old business at the same 
stand, 


A number of Senators say they think 


the beer bill will pass, and the assertion 
is freely made by many Representatives 
of both Republican factions that no reve- 
nue advance can be made until that shall 
be done. 
Another consideration 
that 


may help to enact the beer bill ia to lessen 
the protest against taking from the school 
fund at least the two year allowance of a 
million dollars tliat was put on some years 
ago for te\-t books. The proposition is 
still adhered to, but the idea of over- 
coming the opposition to diverting per- 
sonal property tax and retail liquor license 
fees from the counties appears to be practi- 
cally abandoned. 


The Lutheran Synod. 


The last several days of the Lutheran 


Synod, in session at Mansfield, Ohio, were 
occupitid largely by reports of committees. 
The adjournment took place on Thursday. 


By an unanimous vote, York, Pa., was 


selected as the place of meeting for the 
next General Synod. 


Dr. Parson, as chairman of the commit- 


tee on literary and theological instruction 
submitted a report from which it appears 
that all the institutions under the care of 
the general synod are iu a nourishing con- 
dition, some of them having received 
large bequests of money and real estate. 
The attendance had been steadily increas- 
ing. The young ladies' seminaries are 
doing successful work for the church. 
Rev. H. II. Weber, General Secretary of 
the board of church extension, submitted 
hit report. He stated that tho receipts 
for this purpose in the last two years were 
$90,502, an increase of over 27 per cent., a 
number of the synods having exceeded 
their 
apportionments. 
The 
bequests 


amounted to 53,719, a decrease of $1,182, 
but the general secretary knew personally 
of over §1,000 that had been put into wills 
for the board. 


The report of Rev. S. W. Hinman, of 


Columbia, Pa., showed that there are at 
present in the district synods 1,508 church- 
es, a gain of 32 in two years. 
Preaching 


stations number 205, a gain of 33. 
There 


ate 312 students for the ministry, a de- 
crease of 12. The losses in membership 
numbered 11,442, but the accessions were 
3B,9-iO, of whom 1S,2(JO were received by 
confirmation. The value of the property 
owned by the churches is $11,743,780, a 
gain of $1,306,402.

out en masse to receive us. So gratified 
were they that there was no sparing of re- 
freshments. They crowded the sidewalks 
and tendered water and eatables in abund- 
ance and enthused us with patriotic songs.
